The fighting between Canton and Nanking 
rulers is more than a civil war, according 
to Dr.’Chen, because of the Japanese in- 
vasion which has aroused a nation-wide 


anti-Japanese sentiment. 

“Chiang Kai-shek, the real chief of the 
Nanking government, has always played a 
par- 
ticularly with the Japanese,” Dr. Chen said. 
“More than once he has stood by and not 
opposed Japan’s progressive moves to sub- 
jugate China. As a result of such a policy, 
the people in China are seeking an op- 
portunity to express their anti-Japanese 
feelings through whatever channel they 
can find: When the civil war is fought as 
it is now on the issue of China’s foreign 
policy, Nanking finds it extremely diffi- 
cult to maintain her prestige.” 

“Japan is using diplomatic and military 
pressure to force the recognition of Man- 
chukuo and the so-called autonomous North 
China.” 

Asked the role of the Chinese Commu- 
nists and the Chinese Red Army in this civil 
war, Dr. Chen said that they have already 
announced to Nanking their readiness to 
join with ell anti-Japanese forces in China, 
and their willingness to cooperate with 
Chiang Kai-shek when the latter has dem- 
onstrated his determination § to fight 
Japanese invasion.

SEAMEN AND DOCKERS CONTINUE

BOMBAY, India, May 27.—The 2,000 sea- 
men and do¢ckers, who have been on strike 
against the Amalgamated Steamship Own- 
ers of India, are continuing -to put up a- 
bitter struggle. A number of arrests have 
been made. Dockers at present earn about 
15 shillings per month, and. seamen about 
7 shillings. 

In 1933 the workers of the Amalgamated 
Steamship Owners of India organized a 
union. This organization was Suppressed by 
the Indian government but has been car- 
ried on illegally. Undoubtedly it is the il- 
legal union which is leading thestrike.

MARITIME ACT 


Continuous Discharge Books 
“Minimum Standards” Also 
Aimed At Progressives 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Roosevelt has signed the Mer- 
chant Marine Act, with its black- 
listing features. A lesson to those 
n the maritime unions who fa- 
vored endorsement of Roosevelt 
for president is seen in this. 


BLACKLISTING> POSSIBILITY 

The Act provides for a con- 
tinuous discharge book, one of 
the convenient methods by which 
militant seamen can be black- 
listed. 

Even though the Act prohibits 
the entry of “character or be 
havior’ marks in the books, the 
blacklisting possibilities still re- 


rr 


main, for a “continuous certified 
record of service” is to be given 
in the books. 


In addition, sponsors of the 
Act, in denying that these are 
similar to the blacklisting books 
which have in the past been 
issued by shipowners stated that 
‘this bill prohibits the issuance 
OF SUCH BOOKS by anyone 
except the duly authorized agents 
of the government.”

Last year the Ferryboatmen’s 
Union filed suit for overtime 
pay with interest for the extra 
four hours each day. Federal 
Judge St. Sure ruled against 
the union and the U. S. Circuit 
reversed Judge St. 
Sure. 

Meanwhile the Ferryboatmen’s 
Union members face an even 
bigger fight against throwing out 
of about 800 men by the open- 
ing shortly of the new bridge 
over the Bay. 


VOTE DOWN DEAL PLAN 
The men voted against a strike 


as proposed by C. W. Deal, un- 
ion head, who wanted a strike 


only on the Key route and Gold- 
er Gate ferries, but not on the 
important S. P. and Northern 
Pacific. Deal’s excuse was that 
the latter two come under the 
railway labor act, that 60 days 
notice must be given. Many 
strikes have been won in the 
past by paying no attention to 


| the 60 day rule. 


The rank and file demands 
that the companies grant the 
lowest possible number of dis- 
missals, with adequate compen- 
sation. a 5-day week for those 


remaining, and that this be sought 


from all companies, with a strike 
to be declared .against any com- 
pany not agreeing.
